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The Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, is situated on the 
West Side, a mile west of the business centre of the city. The 
church lot, 70 by 126 feet in size, is on 16th Street, between Wells 
Street and Grand Avenue, the finest street in Milwaukee. The lot, 
which adjoins the alley, has on it a good frame house, and the 
Chapel, built in 1890 of light brick with stone trimmings, 40 by 
68 feet in size. The height to the centre of the ceiling is 37 feet. 
The windows are filled with cathedral glass. Under the end 
gallery are the library, and the infant class-room, separated from — 
the auditorium by movable glass partitions. The Chapel is 
furnished with churchly furniture. It seats 300 persons and 
accommodates 400 Sunday School children. The cost, furnished, 
was $6,200; the lot cost $12,100.

_.Auncertainty, suspicion, and strife arecharacteristic of nearly | 


all the great ecclesiastical conventions of the year. The 
unscrupulous and persistent efforts to throw open the gates 
of the Exposition on the Lord’s Day bode no good to the 
friends of Sunday rest and worship. The Chinese exclusion 
and registration act is a disgrace to a civilized and Christian 
nation and must certainly bring retribution from Him who 

deals with nations as with individuals. Of the nation it is 


also true: ‘‘ Whatsoever it soweth, that shall it also reap.” 


FOR THE TIMES. 


Surely these times require, in the pulpit and in the pew,’ 


“men of honest report, full of the Holy Ghost and of 
wisdom.” To fulfill our mission our ministers must be full 


of Apostolic conviction, zeal, fervor, and firmness. Our

SECULARIZING THE CHURCH. 


And right here your President would call attention to a 
special danger that threatens our congregational life. It is 
the growing tendency to bring the world, with its spirit 
and methods, into the Church by means of entertainments 
and amusements. | 

Our ladies’ and young people’s societies want to bring 
money into the Lord’s treasury. Too often they want to 
do this by means of festivals, suppers, theatricals, and | 
other entertainments. Thus they set aside the Scripture 
rule for giving, kill the true spirit of Christian liberality 
and drive out that earnest spiritual life without which 
the Church cannot exert her saving and sanctifying power. 


NEGLECT OF THE LORD’'s SUPPER. 


Another evil that afflicts our congregations is the fre- 
quent and habitual absence of so many from the most of . 
the Communions during the year. Our Doctrine of the 
Lord’s Supper is one of our distinguishing glories. To a 
Lutheran Christian this Holy Sacrament is a real and nec- 
essary channel of graceand strength. Thereforeall Lutheran 
Communicants who have a living interest in Christ, ought _ 
to come to this Feast every time the opportunity is given. 
Yet our sad experience is that too many of our youth neg- 
lect it for years after their first Communion. Their parents 
and elders too often set an evil example by coming at most 
only once a year. It is a sad evidence of a low stage of 
spiritual intelligence and life and deserves our prayerful in- 


_ terest and consideration.

THE SYNODICAL YEAR. 


Our last Synodical year has, in general, been one of 
- prosperity. Our statistical tables will show an encouraging 
increase in our baptized and communicant membership. 


_ Church debts have been materially reduced. The collections 


have been liberal and the promise is that these Western 
Missions will richly repay all they have cost. One Congre- 
gation has made application for membership in our body 
and will doubtless be received. There might have been more 
increase in our strength had it not been for the unfortunate 
failure of the General Council to meet during the year. On 
account of this failure our relation to the General Council 
is the same as it was a year ago. 


INFLUENCE oF SYNOD. 


Our Congregations are still doing an important work. 
They are reaching homes and hearts that, in all probability, 
could not be reached without them. They are also wield- 
ing a growing influence on Congregations and communities 
beyond our bounds. The interest in English Sunday School 


and Church work is increasing on every side. Our little . 


Synod has had an important and wholesome influence on 
every non-English Lutheran body of the whole Northwest. 


Had we accomplished nothing more than this, it alone 


would justify our organization and existence. We rejoice 
in the starting of every English Lutheran Sunday School or 
Congregation except where such a move is made for the 
parpose of injuring or retarding what we have already 
done.. It is our sincere desire to be helpful to all our Luth- 
eran neighbors. 


THE CHICAGO THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


We rejoice again in the continued and signal prosperity 
of the new English Lutheran Seminary at Chicago. God 
alone knows what an important and far-reaching work 
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* that school of the prophets. will accomplish for our dear 


Church in the Northwest. Surely it must have a warm 
place in the heart of every member of our Congregations, and 
a large claim on the prayers — — of every lover of our 


Zion. 


CHURCHES AND PasTORs.

‘1. We rejoice that during the last year the Lord has 
again spared us from cases of sickness and death, and has 
permitted us all to labor sdeshessctater ety for the cause of His 
Kingdom, 
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2. We rejoice that the enemies of Sunday closing at the ~ 
World’s Fair have succumbed to the principles of righteous- 
‘ness and morality enunciated by the United States courts. 

3. We deplore the failure of Congress to repeal the 
Geary Chinese Exclusion Act, and pray the great Head of 
the Church to ward off the dangers threatening the Luther- 
anand other Christian missionary operations in that be- 
nighted country, caused by that unrighteous law. — 

4. Weare glad that our President has called our at- 
tention to the great and growing danger arising from 
Church entertainments and worldly schemes for bringing | 
‘money into the Lord’s treasury. We recommend that we - 
put ourselves on record, as a Synod, against all unscrip- 
tural and unbecoming devices for raising Church funds; and 
that we especially most earnestly protest against the dis- 
graceful custom in vogue in some portions of the North- 
west, of using the young ladies of the Church to draw 
worldly young men to their entertainments and amuse- 
ments, accepting their society for the evening for the sake of 
drawing money from their purses.
